Experiments Made on the Noble 
With Russian Rye Prove 


James McCaig, Crop Statistician at 
Edmonton, Issues His Re¬ 
port for July 


We read recently an article in the j 
Youths’ Companion on the subject of j 
“keeping cool,” which 'is quite appro¬ 
priate for this season. The writer 
says: “To suggest in midsummer j 
that it is more desirable, than ever to 
keep cool is to invite the derision that 
deservedly attends the utterance or I 
the obvious. Yet with a few words of i 
explanation the advice that seems so 
unnecessary may be worth offering. 

It is a fact of common experience i 
that the more heated a man is physi- j 
tally, the more inflammable becomes 
his disposition and state of mind. 
People are far more likely to be cross 
when they are hot than when they 
are cool. Tempers rise with the ther¬ 
mometer. The frequency and sudden¬ 
ness of bloody affrays in hot coun¬ 
tries, as compared with the frequency 
of similar occurrences in the more 
temperate zones, illustrate the Irritat¬ 
ing effect that heat rays have upon 
the disposition. 

And the more a man gives way to 
the exasperation that physical dis¬ 
comfort stimulates, the more con- 
-cious does he become of physical dis¬ 
comfort. The man in a wilted collar 
w hn cr coot [■ y iMk,_ hotter than 
the man in the wilted collar who 
keeps his empter, and it always takes 
him longer to cool off. An expression 
commonly heard in summer is, “Hot 
weather takes it out of me.” It takes 
<t out of everyone to some degree, but 
it takes it less out of the man who 
keeps cool than out of the man who 
fusses, fumes, fidgets of fulminates. 

So if you keep cool in a figurative 
sense, you will not become so over¬ 
heated in a literal sense. And if yoii 
can keep your temper in hot weathej 
I you should never have any trouble 
with it at other times of the year.

The success of rye-growing on the 
Noble farms is responsible for the at¬ 
tention now being paid to this cereal, 
and to the hope which is felt that it 
may improve conditions in Southern 
Alberta and Saskatchewan. 

The Nobleford rye is a Russian va¬ 
riety. It has demonstrated its frost- 
resisting qualities. It matures early. 
It flourishes | on considerably less 
moisture thanjyheat requires. Its 
tenacious and talP-growing grass and 
fibrous roots resist winds and are a 
corrective for soil drafting. It is of 
value as a forage plant. In nutri¬ 
tive value,, as measured by the 
amount of gluten it contains, it 
stands next to wheat The fact ex¬ 
plains its culture in northern latitudes 
ill-suited for the growth of wheat. 

The farmers of Southern Alberta 
need have no doubt about the market 
for this product even if they were 
to turn all their facilities to the^ 
growing of it That more than 2,000,-1 
000 bushels of rye . could be'grown in 
the south next season is not to be ex- 
“pPcted. Tile annual production of the 
United, States is around 40,000,000 
bushels, so that it would be easily 
possible to dispose of all that cquld be 
grown here. The price averages ap¬ 
proximately 26 cents a bushel less 
than wheat. 

The distribution of the Russian rye 
from the Nobleford farms as seed for 
| the southern farmers might be found 
feasible so that this variety might be 
[gradually introduced into the coun- 
Itry. This is a point which the Wests 
| era Canada Colonization Association 
commission will no doubt take into 
consideration. 

The Herald is confident that the 
activities of the above-mentioned 
! commission will be approved by the 
farmers in the sections affected and 
: that the latter will co-operate with 
S it in endeavoring to solve the fanning 
problems of the country. The com¬ 
mission can do no more than - advise 
a course of action. The situation will 
1 then lie with the farmers themselves. 
Whatever is done must be done 
| quickly if a satisfactory demonstra- 
! tion of the suggested experiment is to 
be made next season.—Calgary Her- 


General rain has visited most sec¬ 
tions of the province during the past 
few days. A number of districts re¬ 
port from half an inch to three- 
quarters of an inch. Most of the dis¬ 
tricts in the southern part of the 
province have benefited by a plenti¬ 
ful supply. The rain was too late to 
be of any great assistance to the gen¬ 
eral crops throughout the southern 
part of the province. It will, however, 
very materially assist in the filling of 
the barley crops and later sown 
wheat. 

'Practically all sections of the prov¬ 
ince south of Edmonton have suffered 
from a shortage at rain during thq 
whole season. Notwithstanding this, 
the central portion of the province 
will reap a fair crop. The recent 
rain has arrived in time to help not 
only tha oats and barley in the central 
afea, but will also materially improve 
the wheat crop, except some of the 
early sown and early maturing varie¬ 
ties. 

The whole sout hern -and southeast¬ 
ern areas will have "a light crop. In 
these districts, however, there are cer¬ 
tain sections which have been visited 
by frequent local showers, and as a 
result good crops will be harvested 
in those areas. This is particularly 
the case in two or three localities, one 
of which is located near the southern 
boundary of the province. 

North and east of Edmonton and in 
the Grande Prairie and Peace River 
districts the reports are especially 
good. Inhere has been plenty of rain 
and the season throughout has been 
particularly favorable. As far as can 
be determined at the present time the 
prospects are that the crop will be

The Star 
believes now that the Fanners, now 
in the majority and organized, will 
deal fairly with the ui'ban dwellers, 
and if they do not they will drive the 
urban people into counter-organiza¬ 
tion. The Star concludes as follows:

If, however, these are not 
located and reported this fall, some 
of them will not be noticed to be 
swarming with young hoppers next 
spring till they have begun to rein¬ 
fest the entire country, and the re¬ 
sponsibility will rest with the persons 
who saw these breeding grounds and 
failed to report them. 

Continue Laying Until September 

Much benefit can be derived from 
the application of a little bait to 
breeding grounds at this season. 
Fifty pounds of bran and sawdust 
tnake sufficient bait to poison twenty 
acres of breeding grounds and it will 
kill immense numbers of females be¬ 
fore they are able to lay their sec¬ 
ond and third batches of eggs. 


farmer, and anyone who sees a breed¬ 
ing ground and who fails to report 
it to the municipal authorities fails 
in his duty to the district. 

How to Locate Breeding Grounds 

Breeding grounds are practically 
confined to the sod in pastures, along 
roadsides, fence rows and trails 
across the prairie, and the hard 
ground around old straw piles in the 
field. On the open prairie they will 
be found only around sloughs or de- 
pressions.+ No grasshopper that dam-' 
ages crops breeds all over the open 
prairie. At this season breeding 
grounds swarm with grasshoppers, 
many of which are piled into little 
bunches of five or ten. These little 
piles of grasshoppers are a sure sign 
of a breeding ground and they can 
be readily seen even from an auto. 
Everyone of these must be poisoned 
next spring if we are to rid ourselves 
of this pest. It is therefore of the ut¬ 
most importance that they be report- 


tally destroyed.

CONTROL OF GRASSHf t’PPER 


The roadside grasshopper is still 
the most abundant species around 
Vulcan This is very fortunate 
for us, since, unlike the lesser lpigra- 
tory grasshopper, which breeds free¬ 
ly all over hard stubble land, this 
roadside grasshopper gathers into 
very definite breeding areas for egg 
laying. Anyone who has been watch¬ 
ing the grasshoppers during the sum¬ 
mer will notice that they are far less 
generally scattered through the coun¬ 
try than they were a few weeks ago. 
This is due to the fact that they are 
collecting into their breeding grounds, 
where already a large number of egge
